Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
uncovered anticipates or renders obvious applicant(s) claimed flyback converter including a 
start-up resistor for charging said power-pin capacitor, wherein said start-up resistor is connected 
from said input of the power converter to said supply-voltage input of said PWM controller; a 
power-pin diode connected from said second terminal of said first primary winding to said 
supply- voltage input of said PWM controller; a detection resistor for receiving an offset current 
to compensate for the voltage drop across said output rectifier, wherein said detection resistor is 
connected from said second terminal of said first primary winding to said detection input of said 
PWM controller; a compensation capacitor connected from said compensation input of said 
PWM controller to said ground-reference input of said PWM controller; a transient voltage 
suppressor connected in parallel with said second primary winding; and a snubber diode 
connected in series with said transient voltage suppressor.
